He, is 305 pounds of 
tough.” 

Bill Watts laughs when he is re- 
minded. of his gunslinger reputation. 


“It's true, through the years I’ve, 


wrestled where | was needed. Some- 
times I've stayed in an area for years, 
sometimes for just one night. De- 
pends on how long it takes to get 
the job done.” 

Currently, Watts is. firmly en- 
trenched in the Mid-South area, 
where he is the promoter. Watts has 
built the Mid-South promotion into 
one of the two or three finest in the 
world. As a businessman, Bill Watts 
is also 305 pounds of tough. 

Many fans around the country got 
their first, look at Mid-South wres- 
tling when the television show was 
picked up by Ted Turner’s SuperSta- 
tion for a limited run a few months 
ago. It was:a historic moment when 
Watts’ TV show went on the cable. 

“At the time, the WWF had a 
stranglehold on all of the national 
cable services,” Watts says. “They 
were on—USA, MSG, WTBS, and 
Channel 9 in New York. Mid-South 
was the breakthrough program for 
other promotions.” 

And the fans liked what they saw. 
Though it was only on the air for a 
few weeks, Mid-South wrestling be- 
came the highest-rated program on 
all of cable-TV. “The WWF gets all 
the publicity,” Watts says, “but Mid- 
South drew the ratings numbers,”

ILLY JACK HAYNES knew 

he would have to take a lot 
of flak when he showed up in 
Florida recently after publicly an- 
nouncing his plans to wrestle in 
the World Championship area. 
He’s used to it. “I’ve heard some- 
thing about every career move 
I’ve ever made,” he said, shrug- 
ging his broad shoulders. “It 
doesn’t affect me anymore.” 

Whether or not that’s true is 
something |! guess only Billy 
knows himself. But even Billy 
would admit that nobody is being 
unfair to him when they ask, 
“What the hell are you doing with 
your career?” 

Less than a year ago, Billy 
Haynes was selected 1984’s 
“Most Improved Wrestler.” The 
fans who voted for him felt he 
was on the verge of joining the 
elite group of wrestling superstars 
that included the names Hulk Ho- 
gan, Kerry and Kevin Von Erich, 
Ric Flair, Dusty Rhodes, Sgt. 
Slaughter, and The Road War- 
riors: men who not only had vast 
amounts of success in the ring, 
but who could stimulate sales at 
the box office. 

Today, Haynes is often spoke 
of in terms of wasted potential. 
Certain decisions he has made 
have greatly harmed his career. In 
fairness, some of those decisions 
were not totally his fault, but it 
doesn’t change the fact that they 
have hindered his progress. 

Haynes reached the height of 
his popularity while wrestling in

Florida last year. Before that, he 
had wrestled solely in the Pacific 
Northwest, which limited him in 
terms of national recognition and 
variety of opposition. He originally 
went to Florida to meet his idol, 
Dusty Rhodes, and made the de- 
cision to remain for a while. He 
would go on to have tremendous 
success in the Sunshine State, 
winning the Florida State title from 
Kendo Nagasaki in a cage match 
in March 1984 and beating Super- 
star Graham in a $50,000 full-nel- 
son challenge match the next 
month. Very little has gone well 


. for Billy since then. 


At the time the WWF was be- 
ginning its expansion campaign, 
Billy made the decision to leave 
the NWA and head to the WWF. 
After one easy victory, Billy real- 


ized he had made a mistake. Not 
only would it be impossible for 
him to get a title match against 
WWF champion Hulk Hogan, but 
he also came to the realization 
that the NWA title was the only 

one that was important to him. 
Fortunately for him, the NWA 
did not hold Haynes’ brief defec- 
tion against him. His return to the 
NWA brought him to the Texas 
World Class area. By this time, 
Billy felt he was well-known 
enough to do something he had 
wanted to do for some time: He 
changed his name from that of 
someone he admired in the mov- 
ies to that of someone he has 
admired his whole life. Billy Jack 
assumed his true name, Billy 
Haynes, to honor his father, and

Thus, no matter who wins, the gam- 
bler stands to make his profit. For 
once in his life the beleaguered gam- 
bler enjoys the luxury of a sure thing. 


His excitement shifts from uncertainty 
to certainty; his investment becomes 
strictly blue chip. It is a temporary 
respite, since it is rare that bookies will 
offer odds so different from one anoth- 
er, but one embraced nonetheless. 

Even rarer is the wrestling middle, 
but if there is a person to find such a 
Shangri-la, it’s not surprising that his 
name is Roddy Piper. In 1983, the 
most violent feud in wrestling was un- 
questionably the one between Roddy 
Piper and Greg Valentine. The two 
went at it with such animal abandon 
that many fans feared for the wrestlers’ 
lives. 

In those days Roddy Piper was 
wrestling’s Mr. Nice Guy, chairman of 
Piper’s Palace, the fan club that every 
wrestling fan wanted to be part of. In 
his wars with Valentine, which took 
place throughout the Carolinas, Piper 
was buoyed by unanimous fan support, 
a support that eventually helped him 
defeat Valentine in their famous No- 
vember 1983 dog collar match. A few 
short months later, Piper, as only Pip- 
er could, had tured into Public Ene- 
my No. 1, and had become embroiled

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VERY THREE OR four years, 

someone comes along and 
the entire wrestling world falls all 
over itself trying to explain how 
great a wrestler he is, how he’s 
probably the greatest rookie the 
sport’s ever seen, and how he’s 
going to rule professional wres- 
tling in five years. 

1981 was a good example. 
Take the son of the Living Legend 
himself, Bruno Sammartino: David 
Sammartino was voted 1981 
Rookie of the Year, and he was 
the odds-on favorite to capture a 
major title before the 1984 presi- 
dential elections were held. 

And what happened? Sammar- 
tino floundered in the Georgia 
area and he is floundering in the 
WWF. His biggest accolade to 
date is tag teaming with his fa- 
ther, and there’s no sign of a title 
ahead for this young man. 

Now it’s 1985, and everyone is 
paying very close attention to a 
fellow in his sophomore year as a 
pro, Nikita Koloff. 

Nikita wasn't voted Rookie of 
the Year in 1984—he was first 
runner-up, though, by about 500 
votes right behind Mike Von 
Erich. And | haven’t heard so 
much said about a rookie since 
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Nikita Koloff listens intently to the instructions 
of his uncle, Ivan Koloff. Nikita hopes to: be- 
come the first Soviet NWA champion. 


... hell, | guess the last time was 
when a couple of green kids by 
the names of Hawk and Animal 
decided to take a stab at tag 
team wrestling. 

Look, my first reaction when | 
hear so much hyperbole about a 
new kid on the block is to immedi- 
ately declare 99 percent of every- 
thing anyone says about him as 
being pure bull. As far as the re- 
maining 1 percent goes, | take 
half of that with a couple of dozen 
grains of salt. And then | go take 
a look for myself. 

Well, I’ve looked at Nikita, and | 
can safely say that he is going to 


be awesome in a couple of years. 
That is, if he remains on the 
same track that he’s on right now. 
And sometimes that’s not so easy 
in Wrestling. 

Look at the tag team matches 
with Nikita and his uncle, lvan Ko- 
loff. You'll notice that lvan spends 
most of the time in the ring, wear- 
ing down the opponent, and cre- 
ating an opening through which 
he can tag off and allow Nikita to 
cut loose with the Russian sickle, 
a clothesline about as effective as 
the ones used by The Road 
Warriors. 

But that’s the big problem with 
Nikita; he’s lacking so greatly in 
pure scientific skills. And believe 
me, scientific skills melded onto 


that incredible physique and add- ° J 


ed to the raw strength that Nikita 
possesses—that would be quite a 
wrestling machine indeed. 
Fortunately—for Nikita—he has 
got one of the tactical masters of 
the mat sport guiding his way: 
his uncle. Ivan Koloff is, in my 
opinion, the most knowledgeable 
Russian athlete on the wrestling 


scene today. And he’s more than _ 


willing to pass down his knowl- 
edge to his nephew. 
But for Nikita to benefit totally

from his uncle’s training, he’s got 
to follow his uncle’s instructions 
almost blindly. 

Once Nikita starts to pick up 
some real scientific skills, will he 
become a little too cocksure and 
decide he wants to go it on his 
own, without the aid of his uncle? 


Will Nikita become involved in a 
feud with the third member of the 
Russian team, Krusher Khru- 
shchev, because Khrushchev is 
jealous that Ivan is spending too 
much time with Nikita? Will Nikita 
simply prove to be a rookie phe- 
nom who burns out as a result of 


having achieved too much too 
fast? 

The answer to all. of these 
questions is a “definite maybe.” 
But if the answer to any of them 
turns out to be “yes,” then Nikita 
Koloff’s wrestling career will be in 
a lot of trouble.

while the move might have 
brought him and his father sat- 
isfaction, it did not help his career 
any. Fans had grown to love Billy 
Jack and had a difficult time ad- 
justing to his new identity. 

There was nothing Haynes 
could do about that but keep 
wrestling and hope that the prob- 
lem would work itself out as time 
passed. There was talk about Billy 
forming a tag team with Kerry 
Von Erich, whom he had met 
while Kerry was touring Florida 
last May with his NWA belt, but 
those plans fell apart when 
Haynes decided to help Sunshine 
in her campaign to rid Texas of its 
rulebreakers. Before he could 
even formulate a battle plan, how- 
ever, he was ambushed in the 
ring by Rip Oliver and put out of 
wrestling with severe lacerations 
to the head. 

Billy went back to his home 
town of Portland, Oregon, to recu- 
perate. When he finally was able 
to wrestle again, he didn’t want to 
leave Portland and his father. So 
there he was, already popular in 
the lucrative Florida, WWF, and 
World Class areas and wrestling 
in the Pacific Northwest. | do not 
mean to degrade that area in any 
way. The competition there is 


good, but being so far away from- 


the nation’s wrestling capitals 
meant that he would very rarely 


get to wrestle anyone that would 
help him get back in the national 
spotlight. “For me to realize my 
potential,” Billy said, “I! pretty 
much knew.| had to get myself 
back into circulation again.” 

With Mid-Atlantic wrestling now 
being seen nationally on Super- 
Station WTBS, Haynes seemed to 
have made the wisest decision 
possible when he announced that 
he would be wrestling in that 
area. “‘It’s time to settle down,” 
he said just a few months ago. 
“No more jumping from area to 
area. I’ve got to establish myself. 
I’m going to establish some roots 
in the World Championship area.” 

But even before the magazines 
could reach the stands with the 
announcement that Haynes would 
be wrestling in the Mid-Atlantic, 
Billy had already changed his 
mind and decided to go back to 
Florida. 

His official explanation is that 
he wanted to avenge the embar- 
rassment his friend Sunshine had 
suffered when Hercules Hernan- 
dez ditched her before the “‘Pa- 
rade of Champions” card at Tex- 
as Stadium in May. He says 
publicly that he wants to take Her- 
nandez’s Southern title and force 
him to apologize to Sunshine. But 
| think he went back to Florida 
because that’s where he had 
reached the height of his career. 
He wants to turn the clock back 
to that point and take another 
stab at becoming the superstar 
everybody feels he can be. (He 
has even sandwiched the name 
“Jack” between ‘Billy’ and 
“Haynes” to see if that might 
help.) 

The harshest of wrestling critics 
have placed Billy Jack Haynes in 
the same class as boxing’s Gerry 
Cooney, a man. whose potential 
was wasted for so long that peo- 
ple began to say that that poten- 
tial never existed. The fairest of 
wrestling critics are willing to see 
how long Billy stays in Florida and 
just what he can accomplish be- 
fore making any final decision on 
the man.

After suffering a humiliat- 
ing defeat, the Nightmares grabbed 
Johnny as he was leaving the cage, 
dragged him back into the cage, and 
beat him until he was a bloody and 
unconscious mess. Johnny sustained 
a concussion and had to be hospital- 
ized, and now “Wildfire” is looking to 
get even. 


After facing a horde of bounty hunters, Wahoo 
McDaniel was glad to get into the ring with the 
man who signed their checks; Ric Flair, 


The war between Rie Flair and 
Wahoo McDaniel is getting hotter. 
As you know, Flair has a bounty on 
Wahoo's scalp in Florida, and Mc- 
Daniel has been facing a virtual pa- 
rade of bounty hunters including Her 
cules Hernandez, Kevin Sullivan, 
Abduliah the Butcher, and Dory 
Funk Jr. (The current bounty on Wa- 
hoo in Florida now is $20,000.) Now, 
finding that Flair had an open con- 
tract recently in Texas, Wahoo 
phoned promoter Paul Boesch and. 
asked for a match against Flair. ‘‘Wa- 
hoo was always a great draw here,” 
Boesch said. “He’s had trouble se- 
curing a match against Flair in Flor-

The match disappointed 
no one. Wahoo didn’t win the belt, 
but he did come close. 

Rick Steamboat admits that 
WWF Intercontinental champion 
Greg Valentine is not the same 
man he feuded with several years 
ago in the Mid-Atlantic area. “l 
thought for sure | had Valentine's 
number,” Steamboat said after a re- 
cent match with “The Hammer.” “| 
had beaten him many times years 
back, but now he seems to be more 
ferocious. It’s gonna take a lot to 
beat Valentine this time around.” 
Many experts feel that it's not Valen- 
tine: who's, but Steamboat. ‘He's 
concentrating too much on martial 


arts,” said Eddie Cheslock, PWI’s / 


Mid-Atlantic photographer, who has 
followed Steamboat’s career for 
many years. ‘I’ve been watching 
Ricky since he started wrestled, and 
his style is not the same as it was 
years ago, when, he beat Valentine. 
He’s got to drop that martial arts stuff 
and go back to pure wrestling 
again.” 

Bill Watts, happy with his recent 
comeback, is negotiating with Florida 
promoters for guest wrestling appear- 
ances there ... Veteran star Cows 
boy Frankie Laine is grappling in 
Houston He’s had three re- 
matches, but Bory Funk Jr. still has 
not regained the World Wrestling 
Council heavyweight title from Carles 
Colon. 

Veteran stars Ray Stevens and 
Bobby Duncum, two of wrestling’s 
wildest brawlers, recently had an 
opportunity to wrestle AWA World tag 
team champions The Road War- 
riors. “They were the toughest men 
| have ever, ever faced,’ Stevens ad- 
mitted, ‘No team has ever been as 
brutal as these guys.

Mid-South wrestling was ultimately 
replaced on WTBS by World Cham- 
pionship Wrestling after promoter 
Jim Crockett paid a reported $1 mil- 
lion for the rights to televise wres- 
tling exclusively on the SuperStation. 
Not unexpectedly, Watts’ departure 
from WTBS caused a lot of fans to 
become angry. In the few short 
weeks it was on, Mid-South wres- 
tling excited viewers because of its 
hectic, nonstop style. 

Fortunately, Watts’ presence has 
been maintained by Crockett. Watts 
wrestled on Crockett’s big July 4 
Omni card (another example of 
Watts coming to the rescue—this 
time at the invitation of Dusty 
Rhodes), and some Mid-South stal- 
warts have recently moved north to 
the World Championship area. 

Mid-South born. and bred stars 
The Rock ‘n’ Roll Express and Mag- 
num T.A. are at the top of the World 
Championship ratings. Hopefully, 
Watts and Crockett will continue 
their lucrative business association. 

The amount of current stars who 
came from Watt's promotion may 
seem amazing, but the number 
doesn’t surprise Watts. “To make it 
in the Mid-South,” Watts says, 
“you've gotta work hard. There are 
no soft opponents or easy matches. 
Everyone wants to win, and that 
means that everyone has to be at 
the top of his form. Every single 
night.” 

Watts likens what happens in the 
Mid-South to a professional football 
game. “Sometimes, you see football 
games where it looks like the offen- 
sive and defensive linemen have a 
gentlemen’s agreement that each 
guy only gives 75 percent. But if one 
guy constantly gives 100 percent, 
then his opponent had better give 
100 percent, too, or else he'll be 
trampled. That's how it is in the Mid- 
South: Everyone gives 100 percent. 
And the fans are the winners, be- 
cause they see exciting wrestling.

We don’t need rock ‘n’ roll stars to 
make our wrestling exciting. And if a 
rank amateur like Mr. T ever tried to 
wrestle in the Mid-South, believe 
me, he wouldn’t last one match be- 
fore he ended up in a hospital.” 
Mid-South wrestling is alive, well, 
and growing. Although not on a na- 
tional cable (at least as of press 


time), Watts’ show is seen on a vast 
network of local stations around the 
country. According. to Watts, Mid- 
South wrestling can now be seen in 
as many cities as the WWF. “We're 
growing,” Watts says. “The fan re- 
sponse to us has been great. Day 
after day, we're getting stronger. 
The Cowboy is still walking tall.

W\' 
month's “Ratings Analysis” prese:i- 
ed excerpts from some of your let- 
ters regarding this championship 
controversy. 

As this issue goes to press, a deci- 
rice: sion has been Fade the WWE title 
will now be regarded as a world championship, equal in 
significance to the NWA and AWA World championships. 

We anticipate a lot of reader reaction to come from this 
decision. Indeed, the editorial staff of Pro Wrestling Illustrat- 
ed continues to be split about whether this move should 
have been made, but we all agree on one thing; This was a 
democratic decision. Majority rules. And the majority of your 
mail (about 60 percent) came out in favor of recognizing 
Hogan as a world champion. 

So, in the ratings, in “Ratings Analysis,” and in the stories 
that you will read in Pro Wrestling Illustrated and its sister 
publications, the WWF heavyweight title and the WWF tag 
team title will be recognized as world, championships. 

We are as interested in your reactions to this decision now 
as we were interested in your answers to the question made 
months ago. If you would like to voice your opinion on the 
WWF world championship controversy, we would like to 
hear from you. If reaction warrants, a future “Ratings Analy- 
sis” will be devoted entirely to your letters on the matter.

You'll also note that when we feature an extra catego- 
ry in our ratings, such as Polynesian Pacific ratings, the 
rankings change from issue to issue, depending on the dead- 
line of when that issue went to press. 


Regarding the Russians: Time to clear up what has become 
a slight bit of confusion regarding our tag team ratings. 
“Ratings Analysis” has received afew letters regarding the 
fact that the NWA World tag team belts are being defended” 
by not only lvan and Nikita Koloff,
